at shearing time, is to use only wool 
twine in tying fleeces—sisal twine 
should never be used as the trade 
discriminates against it. Care must 
be exercised in keeping dirt, chaff 
and seeds from the fleece. Shearing 
on dusty or unclean 
floors should 


never be done. Too often a farmer 
will be in a hurry and not clean 
his shearing floor as carefully as It 
should be done. AB a result, his wool 
IB graded as being seedy. When the 
fleece Is taken from the\sheep, it 
should bf tied at once and packed 
in a wool sack to keep clean.

Knowing the facts, the farmer has 


his choice of buying the seed or not, 
and using It on his farm. The wise 
farmer, knowing these

shown by the label on the bag, lets

knows that pure seed Is cheaper. 


BURNING CORN STAliKS

It Is common observation 
on farms where corn stak- are be- 
ing burned, that wheat is usually of 
a yellow cast, an unmistakable sign 
ot nitrogen hunger. The wheat crop 
Is reduced on account of the bonfire 
of «orn stalks. 


The label is there. It Is plainly 


•written on the corn crop that fol- 
lows where It fails to stand drougnt 
or any other extreme weather condi- 
tions. 
Grain grown In a good ro- 


tation, where all crop residues are 
saved and returned to the land are 
better prepared for 
the 
average 


summer weather. 


DESTROYS NO INSECTS. 


There are practically no insects 


destroyed by burnln" corn stalks. 
There are some plant diseases that 
may be partially controlled by this 
means, but except In extreme'cases, 
there are other more practical and 
safer methods of control even for 
them, 


There is only oae substantial ar- 


gument for burning stalks and that 
Is the greater convenience in the 
mechanical 
work 
done 
on 
the 


ground. 
It Is an expensive luxury, 


A great many farmers havj fouil It 
practical In their farm plans to not 
burn stalks.

PIGS TO BE HEAVY 


Platt County Farm Bureau Notes: 


It has been predicted that an unus- 
ually large Increase in pigs would 
be raised this spring. Results thus 
far, iiowever, Indicate the number 
will be fewer than expected. One ot 
the leading (arm parjrs of the corn 
belt estimates a ten per cent In- 
crease over 1921. 


Inquiry amongst a number of Ttog 


men Indicates three reasons why the 
pig crop will fall short ol expecta- 
tions: 1. Too much cheap corn. 2. 
Carelessness. 
3. Bad weather. 


A striking example of feeding too 


much corn Is Illustrated In the fol- 
lowing experience. 
A 
partnership 


was dissolved this spring, the hogs 
being divided equally. One-half of 
the gilts after being bred were fed 
largely on a ration of oat» and soy 
beans. 
The othe.- half -were bred 


and ran In the feed lot with market 
shoats. 
Eleven sows on th» oats- 


soy bean ration saved m pigs, and 
seventeen sows fed In th» feed lot 
(principally on corn) saved thirty 
pigs.

' Sickel-iron batteries constitute the 
»«cond general type of storage bat- 
tery used in radio reception. 


They consist of nickel-plated steel 


grids. 
The positive 
plates 
have 


round 
tubes which contain a nick- 


el 
oxide as the 
active 
materi- 


al. 
The 
negative 
plates 
have 


thin rectangular 
pockets, hydraull- 


cally pressed, perforated and corru- 
gated, containing Iron in a very fine- 
ly divided state. 


The electrolyte for these batteries 


is a 21 per cent solution of potassium 
hydrate mixed with a small amount 
of lithium hydrate. The 
cells 
are 


(contained in a steel can, which is 
electrically welded 
together. 
They 


are connected to form a battery by 
means of copper connectors. 


HOW IT WORKS. 


During the charge of the 
battery 


the oxygen Is transferred from the 
iron to the nickel electrodes. Dur- 
ing the discharge the oxygen Is re- 
turned. 


In the 
case of the lead cell one 


Uses a hydrometer to measure the 
specific gravity of the fluid. But the 
specific gravity of the electrolyte In 
the nickel-iron cell never changes.

voltage drops below .0 per cell. 


The charge voltage of a lead cell 


is 2.0S volts. It 
should never be 


discharged below l.S volts. 


Never permit a battery to be over- 


charged nor drop below its normal 
discharge. 


CARE OF BATTERY. 


A well kept battery will last for 


years if given the proper care. 
The 


best way 
to treat it is to keep it 


working. Discharge and recharge it 
often, 
for 
if 
it is kept 
idle 
its 


strength and durability will become 
weakened. 


But never charge or discharge it 


too rapidly. 
About the worst thing 


that one can do to a battery is to 
have a wire on each 
terminal and 


then touch, or almost touch, the ends 
together to see 
the 
spark. 
Some 


dealers do this to show the purchaser 
that the battery is O. K. But it Is 
a poor practice. 


Always keep the level of the elec- 


trolyte \'i an Inch above the plates. 
Keep flames of all kinds, at all times, 
away from 
the 
battery. Keep all 


terminals and connections tight and 
free from corrosion. Keep the bat- 
tery clean and dry and do not allow 
any impurities to get into It.

CARE OF THE EYE 


BY DH. R. H. BISHOP. 


Ths commonest eye injury is the 


lodging of a cinder or some sort of 
speck between the eyeball and the 
lids or on. the surface of the eyeball. 


Don't rub the eye. thereby irritat- 


ing it all the more. Close It and the 
tears may wash the speck out or in- 
to view, so that it can be removed. 


If this does not succeed, close the 


eye and blow the nose nard. 
, 


If still unsuccessful, turn 
down 


the lower lid gently and look for the 
foreign matter. Remove It with the 
corner t>t a clean handkerchief. 


In the case where the speck has 


lodged on the inner surface of the 
upper Hd, It Is often more difficult 
even to see the speck. 


To remove such 
an obstruction 


from a person's eye, seat him In a 
chair with the head bent backward. 


Stand behind him and place the small 
end of a pen handle about one-half 
an Inch above the edge of the lid. 
Have him look down as you turn the 
lid back. 
This 
usually 
makes 
It 


possible to 
find 
and 
remove the 


speck. 


However, 
if you cannot 
do this 


with the greatest gentleness, don't 
do it at all, as a slip might cost the 
person you are trying tj help his 
eyesight. 
It is often best in obsti- 


nate cases to soak some cloth In cool 
water, and put It over both eyes, 
.then send for a doctor. Do the same 
thing when the eyeball is injured.

irritating 


foreign matter has finally 


been removed, a couple of drops of 
castor oil will smooth the eye. 


If acid has entered the eye, neu- 


tralize it with baking soda and wa- 
ter. Lime or any other alkali should 
be neutralized by weak vinegar solu- 
tion In water.

HOW VZ WORKS. 


During the charge of the battery 


the- oxj gen Is transferred from the 
Iron to the nickel electrodes.

ing the discharge the oxjgen is re- 
turned. 


In the case of the lead cell one 


uses a hydrometer to measure the 
• peciflc gravity of the fluid

CARE OF THE EYE 


BY DR. R. H. BISHOP. 


The commonest eye Injury is the 


lodging of a cinder or some sort of 
speck between the eyeball and the 
lids or on the surface of the eyeball. 


Don't rub the eye, thereby irritat- 


ing ft all the more. Close it and the 
tears may wash the speck out or in- 
to view, so that it can be removed. 


If this does not succeed, close the 


eye and blow the nose Hard. 


If still unsuccessful, turn 
down 


the lower lid gently and look for the 
foreign matter. Remove It with the 
corner of a clean handkerchief. 


In the case where the speck has 


lodged on the Inner surface of the 
upper lid, it is often more difficult 
even to see the speck. 


To remove such 
an obstruction 


from a person's eye, seat him in a 
chair with the head bent backward. 


Stand behind him and place the small 
end of a pen handle about one-half 
an inch above the edge of the lid. 
Have him look down as you turn the 
lid back. 
This usually 
makes 
It 


possible to 
find 
and 
remove the 


speck. 


However, 
if you cannot 
do this 


with the greatest gentleness, don't 
do It at all, as a slip might cost the 
person you are trying to help his 
eyesight. It is often best In obsti- 
nate cases to soak some cloth in cool 
water, and put it over both eyes, 
then send for a doctor. Do the same 
thing when the eyeball is Injured, 


a 
particularly 
irritating 


piece of foreign matter has finally 
been removed, a couple of drops of 
castor oil will smooth the eye. 


If acid has entered the eye, neu- 


tralize It with baking soda and wa- 
ter. Ijlme or any other alkali should 
be neutralized by weak vinegar solu- 
tion in water.
